THE SCENE ON THE LUNETA IS

BIZARRE AND COSMOPOLITAN

Everybody Come Out on Till Drive to
Meet Frleiiiln Hear tho lliincl 1lny-

nnd Sea the Glorious Sninet The
houses of the Hotter Clues

HE fashionable lifo of Lon
lion Paris or Now York outs
only a small figure in Ma-

nila but the dictates of local
custom are almost an exact as in any
of these society centres writes Etho
lyn Emery Hutton in the Chicago
Record The hours for performing
social duties and the manner of doing
are wpll understood and closely
observed In this far Eastern city

The activity of tho people begins
early iu tho day rests and sloops in
midday reaches its most exciting
hours about sunset follows on its
enjoyment until midnight or after and
sleeps Tho English and Span-
ish people exercise before the
heat of day do their shopping about
nine or ton have a
about one in the afternoon sleep
have afternoon tea take a cold bath
and dross to go out at 430 or C

oclock The best period of the tiny
begins about this time
drives aol after calls the Luueta
the objective point or all Here a
band plays at C80

Tho scene on the Luneta is very
bizarre and cosmopolitan Spanish
English Swiss German East Indian
Chinese native and Mestizo men and
women mingle with the strong major-
ity of Americans Imagine the va
riety of colors in tho of high
Roman Catholic bishops anti dignita-
ries whiterobed priests blaok friars
both Spanish and Filipino American
officers in duck or khaki Amer-

ican soldiers in brown and released
Spanish prisoners in bluo wealthy
Chinese merchants in heliotrope blue
or white silk East Indians from Bom-

bay in queer skirts Spanish women
with enormous pompadour coiffures
and painted faces women in
French hats native women in the na-

tional dress of the Filipinos Ameri
can women in light thin gowns

nursomaids in long blue coats
and blaok trousers caring for the
children of English Spanish and
American families Tim
ling of all those people is the pleas-
ant social feature of the daytoday
life Everybody comes out to see
his friends to hear the masic and to
see the glorious sunset

The Luneta drivo is a large loop on
the bay shore with the center within
the oval elevated for a promenade
The bandstand is in the middle of the
promenading space largo fountains at
either seats are scattered
about The is toward the
open sea across Manila bay On n
clear day Oavito in front of which
place tho sunken Spanish hulks lie
may be seen Beyond and further
out lies the island of Corregidor
whose flashlight Admiral Dewey
passed in safety the night before the
battle of the 1st of May Over tfoe
horizon the sun drops n truly
tropical the sun
has gone and the short twilight has
passed the Luneta blazes with electric
light

The drive and promenade continue
along tho bay shore to tho mouth of
tho river tho nmooth course lying
between rows of palms and under tho
shadows of the gray walls of the old
city from whose parapets the great
guns of the Spanish threatened a-

stern punishment for all trespassers
This inviting called Malacan
drive ends iu a small circle about a
little garden of palms and tropical

The curve extends along the
bank to old Fort Santiago which

order Spaniards nud Englishmen iu
Manila seldom drive their own horses
so tbo favorite carriage is n low vic-

toria with a high seat for tho native
oochoro Tho calosa n two wheeled
curt with a cocheros seat behind
driven with ono horse is quite
popular with the Americans and some
others who driving The cargo
mats is liked by the bachelors It is
also twowheeled with one horse but
tho coachman drives from a small scat
iu front One sees occasionally a
brougham a quilez or a
cnlosn

Dinner follows upou comiug home
from the drivo Dances aru neces-
sarily late in the evening the must

about 10 oclock rho idea
of hospitality amoug the residents

dance anti dine the whole night
nnd often into the next day

Tho Spaniards anti Filipinos arc noth-
ing if not lougsnf
faring iu entertaining guests

Among the European women styles
in dress are in n small way after those
In voguo in Paris and London but
among the native wpmeti have a
manner of dressing all their own the
fashion originates in Manila Just
now the ulna cloth with dainty em
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broidery done in thread which
American women have admired
much is not in the mode The proper
stuff is of open weaving with tile

made in colored silks
narrow ribbon in flower and
designs Alarming plaids and stripes
are the proper things in gingham
skirts silk is but satin prevails
for more elegant onos with embroid-
ery of gold thread and colored silks
The most elaborate work is
over the train of the skirt

soles with a little too piece of satin
or velvet The most dressy ones
dances have high heels but
ones flat Only the most fastidious
wear Blockings and almost none
hats Smoking is good form for na
tive women ns well as men on
Luneta at balls musicales or any-
where

Spanish houses prevail for all the
better classes of residents The
broad halls have great flights of stairs
of mahogany which make one long to
take them home the
are spacious anti attractive with floors
beautifully polished and frescoed
walls anti ceilings of canvas a pro
caution in building against destruc-
tion by sparkling glass
bodanglod chandeliers and enormous
French plate mirrors With the deep
cool wicker chairs and Vienna bent
wood stiff chairs quite an assembly
could be seated Yet the effect is not
one of overcrowding The dining
room table with a top of one piece of
choice mahogany is frequently large
enough to seat sixteen or twenty
people Tho coiling is often decorated
with some pretty summer scone of
cupids and flowers anti birds It is
delightful to dine here with numbers-
of native boys serving
noiselessly the cool slow punkah
fanning and the breeze from the bay
drawing through tho wido open win-

dows
Before the last insurrection of

tines about tho year 1890 Manila
was considered the most attractive
for its social life of nIt tho cities of the
far east Even Shanghai the Paris
of the east as it is called was not so
gay With tennis and golf horse-
back ruling rowing and sailing there
wan no lack of sport With concerts
and drives on the Luneta the pony
races at where the gentle
men rode dances at the handsome
English club and at tho Hotel Orienta
and receptions on the Spanish menof
war there was a diversity in social
events ndded to tho smaller happen-
ings which must have made the life
interesting and charming The fasci-

nating gardens of palms and bamboo
the very blue sea and the deep cerulean
sky above tho purple mountains tho
gorgeous red and tawny yellow sun
sets brilliant stars and tho en
ohauting white light of the tropical
moon are thero for a setting to all
social functions the year round Tho
effect of the wars has been to quiet all
this gayety but ono can foresee that
